Morning  —  8:45  A.M  and  we  are  herded  into  our  respective  corrals 
by  the  local  vigilantes.  The  latest  development  from  the  Sensville  Gulch 
Gazette  is  nailed  to  the  nearest  cotton  wood  and  a  day  on  the  ranch  is 
well  under  way. 

A  cattlemen's  meeting  is  held  first  and  the  origin,  history  and  rules 
of  the  West  are  considered.  All  cowpokes  must  pass  this  hurdle  in  order 
to  compete  in  the  rodeo  held  early  in  the  spring  of  the  year. 

Next  a  little  recreation  gets  under  way  with  lariat  throwing  and  bronc 
busting.  It  is  now  about  the  middle  of  the  morning  and  some  of  the 
hands  retire  to  the  bunkhouse  where  they  polish  their  gear  and  ready 
themselves  for  the  rest  of  the  day.

And  there  is  a  mad  rush  to  the  chow  line  and  plenty  of  good 
food.  For  a  little  while,  there  is  a  lull  in  the  day's  work  and  music  from 
guitars  and  a  blending  of  voices  can  be  heard  as  the  hands  take  a  'breath-

On  with  the  days  work  now  and  practice  gets  going  for  the  big  Round- 
Up  to  be  given  for  the  rest  of  the  surrounding  ranches.  Farther  along  in 
the  afternoon,  there  is  a  gathering  and  all  hands  meet  to  get  better 
acquainted  with  their  fellow  cowpokes  and  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
talk  and  life  of  the  sheepmen  and  others  than  those  of  the  cattlemen. 

Sunset  comes  soon  on  the  plains  and  all  the  hands  head  back  to  the 
bunk  houses.  There  is  more  hot  food  and  plenty  of  black  coffee  and  the 
cowpokes  sit  around  the  campfire  and  spin  tales  about  the  Old  West 
until  the  stars  begin  to  twinkle  above  and  a  lone  coyote  begins  to  wail. 
Lazily  the  hands  head  for  their  bunks  to  rest  up  for  the  work-day  tomor- 
row. 
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THEGOLD  RUSH 


Thirty-one  would-be  miners  enthusiastically  shouldered  their  picks  and 
shovels  on  that  bright  September  morn  and  set  off  in  search  of  gold.  Yes, 
they  were  the  Forty-niners.  They  had  long  heard  it  said  that  "gold  is 
where  you  find  it,"  and  they  were  surely  going  to  find  it  if  anyone  could. 
The  leaders  of  the  expedition  were  Dallas  hiigh,  president;  Coral  Taylor, 
vice-president;  Ardyth  Prichard,  secretary;  and  Edsel  Brown,  Treasurer. 

Along  the  way  a  carnival  was  held  for  all  the  caravans,  each  selecting 
its  own  candidates  for  King  and  Queen  of  the  festivities;  we  selected 
Patty  hIigh  and  Edsel  Brown.  Later  we  stopped  at  a  pool  where  it  was 
rumored  gold  had  been  found  and  there  selected  an  annual  queen,  Bar- 
bara Walls;  however,  someone  else  had  preceded  us;  and  we  were  forced 
to  continue  our  search. 

In  '46  we  started  on  with  renewed  vigor;  a  rich  vein  had  been  discov- 
ered by  the  caravan  ahead.  Gold!  gold!  was  our  cry.  New  life  was  added 
by  new  leaders:  Pearl  Bolenbaugh,  president;  Edsel  Brown,  vice-president;

So  September  found  just  twenty-six  of  the 
original  Forty-Niners  in  search  of  gold.  With  new- leaders — Dallas  High, 
president;  Carolyn  Agler,  vice-president;  Joanne  Sidle,  secretary;  Ardyth 
Prichard,  treasurer;  Coral  Taylor,  historian;  Lowell  Stamen,  sergeant-at- 
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arms;  and  Marlene  Meeker,  news  reporter — we  pressed  further  on;  for  by 
now  we  had  realized  that  "We  Finish  to  Begin"  and  determined  to  make 
this  our  motto. 

By  some  streak  of  luck  a  rich  deposit  of  valuable  ore  was  discovered 
in  "The  Custers'  Last  Stand."  Several  weeks  were  spent  here,  and  then 
we  traveled  on  again,  stopping  just  long  enough  to  have  a  scrap-paper 
drive  to  raise  more  funds  for  our  expedition.  After  a  short  skirmish  with 
Indians  at  exam  time,  we  found  ourselves  a  little  nearer  our  goal.  Sold 
rings  now  adorned  each  hand  as  a  symbol  of  our  quest.

Yes,  we  have  learned  many  lessons 
from  the  Indians,  and  warm  skies  above  remind  us  that  the  quest  is  yet 
ahead.   And  so — with  renewed  vigor  on  go  the  Forty-Niners! 

With  the  changing  colors  of  the  fall  season,  came  also  the  last  lap  of 
our  journey  to  the  West. 

Twenty-six  miners  were  all  that  were  left  of  the  original  thirty-one, 
and  these  were  determined  to  find  the  gold  of  California.  New  leaders: 
Dallas  hiigh.  President;  John  Sigler,  Vice-President;  Joanne  Sidle,  Secre- 
tary; Ardyth  Prichard,  Treasurer;  Coral  Taylor,  Annual  Editor;  Pearl  Bolen- 
baugh.  News  Reporter;  and  Carolyn  Agler,  Historian. 

The  expedition  stopped  to  fill  the  water  barrels  at  an  oasis  and  were 
entertained  by  one  of  the  following  caravans,  who  were  following  us. 

On  and  on  and  then  California!  The  land  of  promise — a  golden  goal 
is  just  within  reach,  hiere  we  come  to  the  end  of  our  journey — the  gold 
of  education  is  ours.
